( 2 ) Without prejudice to the generality of the foregoing power , such 
regulations may provide for all or any of the following matters, name 
ly : 

(a ) the matters referred to in sub - section ( 3) of section 8 ; 


(b ) the manner in which , and the category of persons from whom , 
applications may be called for appearing at examinations , selections 
or tests held by the Commission under sub - section ( 1 ) of section 11 ; 


( c ) the principles in accordance with which candidates shall be 
selected for different posts under the proviso to sub -section ( 1) of 
section 11 ; 


(d ) the fee payable by candidates intending to appear at exami 
nations, selections or tests conducted by the Commission under sub 
section (2 ) of section 11; 

( e ) the form and manner in which communication of vacancies 
under sub -section (2 ) of section 12 shall be made ; 

(f) the manner in which appointments may be made to fill any 
vacancy without consulting the Commission ; 

(g ) the manner in which and period for which appointments 
may be made to fill vacancies in relation to which the Commission 
is unable to make a recommendation ; 

(h ) the number of places and time at which the Commission 
shall conduct examinations or tests for recruitment to different posts : 

(1) generally for the efficient conduct of the affairs of the Com 
mission ,

32 . Every rule and every regulation made under this Act shall be laid , 
as soon as may be after it is made , before each House of Parliament, while 
it is in session , for a total period of thirty days which may be comprised 
in one session or in two or more successive sessions, and it , before the 
expiry of the session immediately following the session or the successive 
sessions aforesaid , both Houses agree in making any modification in the 
rule or regulation , as the case may be , or both Houses agree that the rule 
or regulation , as the case may be, should not be made , the rule or regu 
lation shall thereafter have effect only in such modified form or be of no 
effect, as the case may be; so , however , that any such modification or 
annulment shall be without prejudice to the validity of anything pre 
viously done under that rule or regulation . 


Power to 
remove 
dit culty 


34 . If any difficulty arises in giving effect to the provisions of this Act, 
the Central Government may , by order, do anything, not inconsistent 
with such provisions, for the purpose of removing the dificulty : 


Provided that no such order shall be made after the expiration of 
three years from the date on which this Act receives the assent of the 
President,
